City Comptfoller Nolte today re- 
ceived a bill from A. P. Cholet, Town 
Collector of East St. Louis, for $36,- 
031.50, said to be due the City of 
East St. Louis as taxes on the Muni- 
cipal Bridge, for last year. The tax 
is due now. 

The assessment is made ona 
valuation of $450,000, applying to 
that portion of the bridge which pro- 
jects into East St. Louis. For 1920, 
the valuation ~vas $300,000 and the 
assesment, $21,734.10. The present 
assessment. is an increase of $14,- 
297.40. 

The City of St. Louis contested the

of Illinois, which held that the East 
Side city was entitled to the tax.

Moore had thrown off entirely the 
delirium from which he was suffer- 
ing when picked up Saturday py the 
tanker William Green, but the at- 
tending physicians said there was 
grave danger of development of 
pneumonia from his exhaustea con- 
dition and prolonged exposure. 

(The story told by Moore now that 
he is completely conscious differs in 
many particulars from reports of his 
story as related Saturday, when he 
was intermittently delirious.) 

While the pilot, still shaken with 
horror of his experience, told his 
story, crews of seaplane and naval 
craft were returning from a fruitless 
all-day search for the bodies of ‘Mr. 
and Mrs. August Bulte and Mr. agd 
Mrs. Lawrence E. Smith of Karas 
City and Mrs. J. S. Dickson of Mem- 
phis, who had occupied the passen- 
ger pit of the Miss Miami when she 
took off Wednesday morning sup- 
posedly for a 40-minute flight to the 
Island of Bimini. The search was 
continued today. 

Near Bimini When Disabled. 

‘We left Miami,’ said Moore, “at 
11:04 o’clock last Wednesday morn- 
ing in the face of a stiff northeaster- 
ly wind. At 11:41, about three min- 
utes out of Bimini, something broke 
off the propeller.

Says it will face when it absorbs the 
Kinloch Long Distance Co., 15 
months hence, was filed with the 
Public Service Commission at Jef- 
ferson City today.

Proposed Changes in Rates. 

The rates proposed in the applica- 
tion filed today follow: 

Direct business lines increased 
from $13 to $14 per month. Ex- 
tensions, $1.50, unchanged. 

Measured business service, 
changed from $4 for 67 outgoing 
calls to $6 for 100 outgoing calls. 

Trunk lings for private branch 
exchanges, increased from $31 per 
month for each of first two lines 
to $35. Each additional trunk line 
from $14 to $16. Individual sta- 
tions from $1 to $1.25. 

The Bell rate is a considerable in- 
crease over the present Kinloch 
business rate'of $7 for a wall tele- 
phone and $7.50 for a desk tele- 
phone. 

Residence Rates. 


Bell residence rates will be un- 
changed but present Kinloch resi- 
dence rates are lower than those of 
the absorbing company and will be 
increased to the present Bell resi- 
dence rates, now $4.50 for a single 
party liie, $3.75 for a two-party 
line; and $3 for a four-party line. 
Extensions are $1. 

Kinloch residence rates are $4 for 
a direct line, $3.25 for a two-party 
line and $2.50 for a four-party line. 

The application sets forth that the 
consolidation of the companies will 
result in a unified service and will 
effect a general saving where two 
telephones are now maintained. The 
merger will remove about 17,000 tele- 
phones which are duplications. 

Property to Be Taken Over. 

The value of the Kinloch proper- 
ties acquired by the Bell is in excess 
of $10,000,000, the application states. 
It includes 21 exchanges, 27 switch- 
boards and 7 buildings which afford 
local service to more than 50,%00 
subscribers. 

The total outstanding stocks of the 
Kinloch Long Distance Co. and Its 
four subsidiaries is set at $7,577,300. 
The Kinloch Telephone Co.,_ the 
Suburban Telephone Co., the Sedalia 
Home Telephone Co. and the Kin- 
loch Building Co. are the subsidiary 
companies. 

The application shows that under 
the merger plan the Bell acquires 
the Kinloch properties for a consid- 
eration of $4,200,000 in 7 per cent 
preferred stock, $140,000 in cash 
and the assumption of Kinloch 
bonds and other indebtedness total- 
ing approximately $5,500,000. 

Exchange of Stock. 

The $4,200,000 in Bell stock was 
exchanged for $2,800,000 Kinloch 
Long Distance Telephone Co. com- 
mon stock and $1,400,000 in Gox- 
ernment and other securities which 
the Kinloch company holds. 

Bell engineers are now surveying 
the property of the Kinloch and pre- 
paring to connect the Kinloch ex- 
changes with those of the Bell. This 
work will consume more than a year, 
officials of the company say, and 
will cost $1,500,000.

46 GERMANS KILLED 


AND 109 WOUNDED 
EACH HOUR OF WAR

BERLIN, March 27. 

ORSY-SIX men were killed 

b and 109 wounded on the 
German side during every 
hour the World War was raging, 
according to an estimate arrived 
at by Gen. von Altrock, a statis- 
tician. This estimate was made 
from a study of official records. 

Germany’s losses totaled in 
dead 1,808,545 and in wounded 
4,246,779. Men to the number 
of 13,000,000 were under arms 
during the course of the war, of 
whom about one in seven was 
killed in battle. 

The officers’ corps lost 53,000 
men killed and 96,000 wounded. 
German soldier and civilian 
losses through death, caused di- 
rectly or indirectly by the war, 
are estimated by Gen. von Alt- 
rock at 12,000,000.

The robber took Schmid’s money 
and after feeling the outside of 
Fick’s pockets, and failing to find 
the bonds, searched the automobile 
while one of his companions kept 
the two men covered with a re- 
volver. The robbers then got into 
their car and drove east on Forsythe 
boulevard. Schmid and Fick said 
they did not see any license tag on 
the automobile.

Goertz said that he was driving 
east on Clayton road at 10:50 a. m., 
when three men in an automobile 
westbound ordered him to pull to the 
side of the road.

The Matthews tree is unusual be-.. 


cause it is the sole survivor of re- 
peated attempts to make the magno- 
lia grandiflora grow in St. Louis. The 
farthest north of native habiiat 
is Southern Arkansas. Trees planted 
time and again in the Botanical Gear- 
den have frozen back in winter until 
they died. Matthews planted 50 of 
1891, and this is the oniy 
one which lived. 
I'ree Blooms in April. 

But this tree not only is alive but 
is vigorously healthy. Persons rid- 
ing on Hodiamont cars may notice 4 
delicious odor in April or May and 
will know that the magnolia is in 


its 


bloom. Commonly the <-tree bears 
from 230 to 40 blooms and such 
blossoms! Great cup-like white 


flowers resembling the waxen water 
lly and from six to eight inches in 
diameter. In the south, under cul- 
ture, the blossoms sometimes reach 


a diameter of 14 inches. “Odor so 
fragrant as to be disagreeabie to 
some people,” the current issue of 
the Botanical Garden's bulletin 


states. 


The tree is sheltered on the north- 


and west and this may account for 
its survival where all others have 
perished. Perhaps it may be fna- 
ture’s reward for the diligence and 
love which Matthews has expended 
on his garden, an ornate one with 
many rock effects and emphasizing 
shrub growths. Matthews is 90 years 
old—a retired banker whose first 
business partner was Edwards Whit- 
aker—but he still “potters” among 
his flowers. 
Had Steady Growth. 

The Matthews magnolia has had 
a steady, though slow growth since 
it was planted, a seedling, more than 
30 years ago It now is a foot in 
diameter at its base and is 20 feet 
high. The mature growth of the 
magnolia grandiflora in the South 
is a diameter of four feet an@ a 
height of 8&0 feet. Some success in 
growing the trees has been experi- 


enced in Washington and Phila- 
/ delphia, but the only evidenees of 
similar efforts here are the Mat- 


thews magnolia and one little speci. 


men at the Botanical garden which 
has been frozen back so consistently 
that it now is nothing more than a 
shrub and does not bloom. 

Though the erandiflora cannot be 
successfully acclimated, the bulletin 
lists 13 other varieties which may be 
cultivated here for ornamental pur- 
poses. One of the most delightful 
sights of early spring in the Botan- 
ical Garden is the Chinese magnotlias 
in full bloom.
